New York, July 31.—The ' first 


year of the war cries for a com- 
promise. 
From the capitals of the 


belligerent nations come re-ports of 
deomiiiating optimism; but the en- 
couragement is all based on phan- 
tom beliefs in what the future may 
have in store. It is a pitiful tale 
each country has to tell of the past. 
There is no aspect 
anywhere 
of 


hope in the present. Appeals to un- 
substantial visions of the 
future 


alone encourage hope in a fuU won 
victory. 


But, the future Is so often a will- 


o'-the-wisp that leads to the quick- 
sands 
and quagmires. Amid 
the 


bold claims of success which each 
•nation is making on the first anniv- 
ersary of the war, it is pitifully easy 
to detect the wailing note of sorrow 
to disguise itself as a paeoiu. tri- 
umph. In truth, there 
will be no 


triumphant celebrations anywhere in 
Europe 
at this anniversary time. 


Writers may pen their eulogies of 
native heroes, equalized among all 
the belligerents; drawn battles may 
be magnified into brilliant successes 
but the souls of warring people can- 
not rejoice at these inconclusive ev- 
idences of success.

France recounts he 
success at the Mafne; England re 
lates the prowess of her fleet; Ger 
many tells of her wonderful accom 
plishmcnts on two fronts; the othe: 
belligerents sing their own songs o: 
victory. 
But, when the battle map; 


are examined, the progress register 
ed anywhere since the war settlei 
down to its present mode of fighting 
is seen to be infinitesimal. 


Modern..warfare is proving to be 


far more advantageous for defens- 
ive than for .offensive fighting. This 
is the second lesson 
of the year': 


fruitless efforts by master strate- 
gists to overwhelm one another. Na- 
tions no longer can be overwhelmed 
A great military machine like Ger- 
many's may.; conquer so small a 
country as Belgium; but apart from 
uch rarely disproportionate antag- 
onists as these, conquest of one na- 
tion by another has become i 
possible. -Defence is more potent 
than attack. 


Every Austro-German offensive in 


ihc eastern area exhausts itself long 
Before a decisive victory becomes 
possible. The Slavs, too, are unable 
:o carry the'war 
into the enemies 


.erritory, except 
by 
temporary 


drives that are soon repelled. Only 
minor victories are being won in 
turn.by the belligerentsi n the west, 
each offsetting the other. It is as 
lopeless for France and England to 
dream of overrunning Germany as 
'or the Teutons to put tbeir trust 
in the conquest of France. Even the

on the Galli- 


loli Peninsula are being checked by

iciently equipped troops in Europe. 


Defence is triumphant at the end

The world has split iit blood 
ind wasted its treasures to learn 
hat civilation no longer will tolerate 
conquest. The year has proved that 
educated man has taught himself 
nstinctively", and above everything 
ilse, the art of self-protection. But 
imong the warring nations them-

earned. Each belligerent realizes 
he fact, as far as itself i£ couceru-

to concede a

just as legitimate a part of the cost 
of production as labor or any other 
element and that it should be counted 
toy the producer and added to the 
cost of the article, thus making it

tates having similar laws, a small 
per cent of the employers apply for 
xemption and that a small propor- 
ion of those who apply are granted 
xemption. 


"An officer of (he Michigan In- 


lustrinl Accident Board says: 'Less 
ban two per cent of Michigan em- 
iloyers are carrying their own risk 
and less tban half of those who ap- 
lily are given such permission. 


'Under 'The 
Indiana Workmen's 


Compensation Act' the compensation 
iability of an employer may extend 
>ver five hundred weeks, practically 
en years, and may not fully mature 
intil the end of that time. Upon an 
application of exemption from in- 
surance, the board is required to 
'orecast the financial future of the' 
employer for a period of ten years,; 
vhile, upon an application to a bank 
if credit, a financial expert must 
forecast it for only thirty, sixty or 
linety days.
